RARE TREES BURNED. 


30.— Whitley 


HOLLYWOOD, June 
Heights, a magnificent hill of atout 
forty acres, situated in the very cen- 


ter of H and overlooking the 
entire city, was burned over this morn- 
ing and many rare and valuable trees 
and shrubs gathered by H J. Whit- 
ley, the owner, were destroyed. The 
blaze started at 10:30 o'clock from. 
mall fire built by one of the residents 
at the foot of the hill, and in a short 
time the entire elevation, which was 
covered with a heavy growth of wild 
mustard and baricy, was ablaze. 

The hill is surrounded by many hand- 
some homes, which for a time were in 
imminent danger of destruction. The 
volunteer fire department, under the 
direction of Chief Fossler, assisted by 
many residents, fought the flames for 
several hours, and by hard work man- 
aged to confine them to the hills. 

At one time the top of the huge 
reservoir on top of the hill, one of the 
reserve tanks of the Union Hollywood 
Water Company, was afire, but prompt 
work on the part of the workers 
checked it. Several tons of hay stacked 
on one side of the hill were de- 


stroved. 

This hill has been one of the show 
places of Hollywood for some time.
